Victoria and 


Vancouver Island 


If you've never been to Victoria and Vancouver Island, it's worth a 
thought when vacation planning time comes around. In winters to come 
you won't need to sit around and talk about Mrs. McGillicuddy's gallstones. 
Vancouver Island's uniqueness and infinite variety will keep your tongue 
wagging for years. 

You'll soon find it on the map, it's the hunk stuck off the west coast of 
the continent, too far north to be Catalina, and too far south to be the 
Aleutians. It's easy to reach, just head in its general direction, and sooner 
or later you'll run across a ferry waiting to take you over the pond. There 
are several Ferries daily, operated by Black Ball Ferry Lines, from Seattle, 
Port Angeles and Anacortes. (Please refer to Page 9 for Sailing Schedules 
for 1949 Season.) The Canadian Pacific Steamships also operate Services 
from Vancouver and Seattle direct to Victoria, or if you prefer to slap the 
Island bang in the middle, there is a service from Vancouver to Nanaimo, 
the only snag being that you'll probably spend the rest of your holiday 
there, arguing with your mother-in-law as to whether you should go north 
or south! 

'Way back in 1843, the Hudson's Bay Co. built a Fort at the southern tip 
of Vancouver Island, washed on three sides by the waters of the Straits of 
Georgia and Juan de Fuca. The fort has gone, and a city has grown in 
its place, and to it Englishmen have brought not only the parks, gardens 
and shady streets that one associates with England, but their customs, 
their courtesy, and their leisurely way of life, blending the amenities of 
today with the traditions of a thousand years. 

The average North American entering Victoria will take a look around, 
and probably be thinking, in no time at all, "A real bit of Old England". 
That's quite natural—after all, he's probably been brought up on the old 
recipe of cricket, crumpets, and C. Aubrey Smith, and while these ingredi¬ 
ents by no means make up the Old England that is Victoria, there are 
certainly bits of it here and there standing around in obvious contrast to 
the natives! To the Englishman at large on this continent, bewildered by 
such alien things as hamburgers and chewing gum relief maps under even 
his church pew, Victoria is a haven. Here he will find the comfort of the 
companionable things he knows, and with them a way of life that is pass¬ 
ing in England. Victoria certainly reflects the English atmosphere in its 
shops, and in its parks and gardens, and in true tradition, the tinkling of 
tea cups at 4 p.m. daily would put Bow Bells themselves to shame. The 
garden complex has taken a picturesque step in the hanging of flower bas¬ 
kets from the lamp posts of many of the main streets. This may be risky 
in a high wind, but after all there are less lyrical ways of shuffling off 
this mortal coil other than by a biff on the bean from a pot of petunias. 

A breaking with the English tradition seems to have occurred with the 
withdrawal of the British type uniforms of the Police Dept. The force is 
now turned loose in the more familiar garb, no doubt appearing to the 
bewildered citizens rather like a mercenary army of taxiless taxi drivers. 
Happily, one man remains, a stalwart in the old helmet and tunic, whose 
stand will be on the Causeway, where, as from.the days of Captain Cook, 
arriving tourists may see him in his pride, and gleefully shout, as one 
man . . . "How Quaint" . . . and with the hour of parting, much as the Lei

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The Story of 


Spode 


JOSIAH SPODE, the First, was born in 1733 A.D., and coming 
from Staffordshire stock of long lineage he had potting in his 
blood. As a pupil of Thomas Whieldon, he learned the Potter's 
Craft side by side with Wedgwood. Some of Spode's work was 
done during the reign of George II, but most of it during that of 
George III. He was a contemporary of Dr. Johnson, Goldsmith, 
Fox, Sheridan and others and also a Freeman of the City of London. 

In 1776 A.D., Josiah Spode took over the present pottery plant 
at Stoke. He was a Quaker and a man of great ability and charm. 
Fourteen years after commencing work on his own behalf, he 
introduced his hand-printed underglaze blue ware. Technically 
perfect, it was soon being sold to the markets of the world. Less 
than six years later he produced, with the co-operation of his bril¬ 
liant son, the first scientific formulae for the production of Bone 
China. 

In 1797 A.D , Spode the First died, and his son made his 
father's great friend and London manager, William Copeland, his 
partner. 

In February, 1941, the descendants of William Copeland wel¬ 
comed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth to the same Spode 
works. In the showroom they admired the finished pieces of this 
170-year-old firm, the Royal couple signed the Visitors' Book 
which contains signatures of George V and Queen Mary. Then 
Mr. Ronald Copeland conducted them on a tour of the factory 
where they watched the various processes of making fine china, 
chatting with the workmen, some of them with a record of over 
40 years with the firm.

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WEDGWOOD — The Scientist 

1730 - 1769 

Quite apart from Wedgwood's achievements as a potter, his public life 
merits attention, for he rose from humble beginnings and by his own enter¬ 
prise became one of the most interesting figures of his age, the friend of 
artists, scientists and politicians, the leader in his industry and the founder 
of a tradition which has survived for two centuries. 

His influence was powerful, and his personality so dominant, that all 
other English potters worked on the principles he had laid down, and thus 
a fresh impulse and a new direction was given to the potters of England 
and of the civilized world. He is the only potter of whom it may truly be 
said that the whole subsequent course of pottery manufacture has been 
influenced by his individuality, skill and taste. 

This influence may be attributed largely to the painstaking thoroughness 
of his research, his constant desire for improvement and his insistence 
upon perfection. 

WEDGWOOD — The Artist 

Josiah Wedgwood was born with innate taste and an appreciation of 
line and form which was always to stand him in good stead. But it was 
largely through the employment of the talents of others that his artistic 
fame was assured. He knew his limitations, and had the sound judgment 
to gather about him the very best artists of his day who were commissioned 
to translate his ideas into concrete form. 

At the start of his career it was more than probable that he had a great 
deal to do with the designs, for before the industrialization of the potteries, 
it was the usual practice for the "Master" to be, not only his own designer, 
but his own modeler, clay-maker, thrower, "stouker" and fireman. Thus 
many of the earlier shapes may be ascribed to Josiah himself, shapes such 
as the famous coffee set and tea set numbered 129 and 146 respectively 
in the first shape book. For purity of design and simplicity of form, these 
have never been surpassed and even today they satisfy the criteria of 
functional modern design. The early shape books are replete with draw¬ 
ings of equally distinguished pieces, as good by modern standards as they 
were in his day.

The Wedgwood Shop, Victoria, B. C., was originally established nearly 
20 years ago by Montague Bridgman, a Canadian who had been assistant 
to the Art Director at Wedgwood's Etruria Works and Manager of a pottery 
in Scotland. While the principal ware carried is Wedgwood, other lines 
include Royal Doulton dinnerware, Royal Doulton figures and nurseryware, 
Poole Pottery, Paragon, etc.

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Thunderbird Park, a small park on the corner of Douglas and Belleville 
Streets, comprises a collection of North-western Indian totems, placed there 
by the Provincial Museum. It represents the arts of the five tribes that 
once inhabited British Columbia. Thunderbird is associated mostly with 
the Nootka Indians, though it appears in many tribal legends of the 
United States and Canada. 

According to legend, Thunderbird swooped down upon and carried off 
huge whales that swam in the surrounding waters. The numerous carvings 
and house-front paintings give evidence that the legend was accepted by 
the other tribes.

Feeder service will carry you to the land¬ 
locked loveliness of Shawnigan Lake or you may continue on through roll¬ 
ing farming country past the famous fishing centre of Cowichan Bay. 
Through Duncan, Chemainus and on to Nanaimo, the road winds beside 
the sea, with pleasure resorts waiting your choice at every mile. Past the 
modern City of Nanaimo, on to Parksville, Qualicum and so to Campbell 
River, home of the fighting Tyee salmon ... or branch off at Parksville 
on the way to the Albernis, Sproat Lake and the Alberni Canal. Close your 
eyes and think of a resort on Vancouver Island. A Coach Lines Bus will 
waft you to the door. 

In order to aid the visitor in every way, The V. I. Coach Lines depot 
in Victoria maintains a travellers Information Bureau, ready to advise and 
oid in planning an Island holiday. Where to go, how to go, what you'll 
find there, the information is yours. 
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Your visit to Victoria and Vancouver Island won't be complete 
until you've been out to Malahat Chalet—17 miles North of Vic¬ 
toria on the Scenic Malahat Drive, with incomparable views of 


sea and mountains.

(Your Trip from Victoria North to Campbell River) 

You can start your tour of Vancouver Island from Victoria, and neaa 
north along the Island Highway. You don't need a course in map reading 
to get along, this road is the main artery, and you can't go wrong. A few 
miles out of Victoria, you start to ascend the famous Malahat Drive, wind¬ 
ing above Saanich Inlet, and from its summit enjoy an unparalleled view 
of the ocean, the white cone of Mount Baker, and the snow-capped ram¬ 
parts of the Olympics. Descending again, it's a nice idea to take a short 
detour by way of Cowichan Bay, renowned for its pleasant atmosphere, 
fishing, and as the home of the famous Indian Sweaters . . . these are 
good, even President Truman has one! 

Duncan is the next town to appear through your windshield, a pleasant 
place, rich in many things for which Victoria is better known. It was here 
that Robert Service found boredom in a store, before packing his bag and 
setting forth to find fame by his rhymes from the Yukon. Before you 
yourself head further north, maybe you'd like to take a side trip to Cowi¬ 
chan Lake and Youbou. If not, Chemainus and Ladysmith bring you to 
Nanaimo. 

Nanaimo is chiefly a commercial city, confining itself largely to digging 
coal and shipping lumber. However, it has interest for the tourist as an 
alternative arrival and exit point for the Mainland, and as the largest city 
you will pass through on your Island Journey. It boasts one of the very 
few original Hudson's Bay Co. Forts, the tower-like Bastion. It is not quite

in its original position—seems that occasional town planning improvements 
have moved it about a bit, and with the extensive C.P.R. Terminal work 
now under way, may end up in a class with the Mexican Jumping Bean— 
but as an unusual historic monument is well worth a click of your camera. 
A short boat trip will take you to the Malaspina Gallery on Gabriola Island. 
The Gallery is a cavern, worn by the sea, that is really something different, 
and 'tis said that when Malaspina trotted back to Spain with his notes 
and sketches, the Inquisition waxed so sceptical that he hurriedly put out 
a statement that there wasn't any such place ... so go and have a look 
at it! 

Instead of following the main highway from Nanaimo, why not go by 
way of Departure Bay when you again head north. It's the first turn on 
the right after you've made a blind approach through the clouds of steam 
which designate the local laundry. It's a good place for a swim, a picnic

all and sundry are busy counting caviarre, and autographing fish and 
throwing them back. Incidentally, doing a good job on behalf of the com¬ 
mercial fishermen and sportsmen, so if you're one of the Companions of 
the Rod and Line, doff your cap to 'em as you pass by! When you get to 
Parksville, by way of Lantzville and Nanoose Bay, you find you have the 
choice of following two roads, one continuing up the coast, and the other 
over the back of the Island to the only point where it is washed by the 
waters of the west coast—Port Alberni. It is a wonderfully scenic drive, 
through Cathedral Grove, possibly the finest stand of mighty Douglas Fir 
in North America, and skirting lovely Cameron Lake and snow-capped Mt. 
Arrowsmith before dropping you down to Alberni. There's good fishing in 
this part of the world, and some excellent resorts for your comfort. 

The coast road takes you through Qualicum Beach, with its sandy beaches 
and pleasant setting, and via Courtenay, past the Forbidden Plateau to the 
one spot to which all true fishermen bow three times at sunset—Campbell 
River—Home of the Fighting Tyee! This is really a fisherman's paradise, 
a world's record was set last year when a 70 !/ 2 -lb. Tyee Salmon was hauled 
in, and you'll really get sport. There is fishing all the year round, for 
Tyee, Cohoe and Spring salmon, sea bass, and sea steelhead, and cutthroat 
trout, and all in a setting of ocean, mountains and streams that can make 
a holiday memorable even if you never bait a hook! 

This is about as far north as you can go on the best highways. There 
are others, you'll see them turning off as you go along, and most of them 
have something of interest to offer you.

(Vancouver to Kamloops, B. C., Section—285 Miles) 

Proceed from Vancouver to New Westminster, over the Pattullo 
Bridge, then on through the Fraser Valley to Chilliwack. Con¬ 
tinue on to Hope (a trading post established by the Hudson's Bay 
in 1947 as a depot for the posts of the Cariboo country). From 
here you wind along the Fraser River with its mighty Canyon— 
enjoying some magnificent scenery, driving in comfort over a trail 
first surveyed by the Royal Engineers and completed between 1862 
and 1 865. Beyond Yale you come to Alexandra Bridge and on 
to Hell's Gate. Here the river swings in a long curve between 
jagged walls which turn the current back upon itself in a jumble 
of criss-crosses and boiling whirlpools! Look for the sign at the 
view-point! 

At Lytton is the confluence of the Fraser and the Thompson 
Rivers, the road leaving the Fraser and following the Thompson 
River. At Mile 190 you reach Spences Bridge and continue on to 
Ashcroft, which in the olden days was the starting point to the 
fabulous Cariboo Gold Country. At Cache Creek, a few miles be¬ 
yond Ashcroft, the road forks and you take the right turn to 
Kamloops.

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The Cariboo and Northern B.C. 

Most of us, when we think of the Cariboo, think of it in terms of Fishing 
and Hunting country. True, in this present day it is justly famed for that 
—being, together with Northern British Columbia, unequalled for either of 
these sports. Nowhere in British Columbia will the sportsman be better 
rewarded than in the Cariboo and Northern B. C. 

From Cache Creek, which is where the Cariboo Road junctions with the 
Trans-Canada Highway, it is a distance of 215 miles north to Quesnel. From 
there a road branches to Barkerville, famous in the 1860's for its historic 
gold rush, for it was to Barkerville that the pioneers trekked in search of 
that all-elusive metal—and found millions of dollars' worth of it. Another 
rush in the early 1930's brought into being such mines as Cariboo Gold 
Quartz, just out of Barkerville at Wells, B. C., and numerous others. For 
anyone who is interested in the history of this part of the country we 
would say that Barkerville would be the place to visit. It's chock-a-block 
full of what is called "the romance of the Cariboo". Many of the old 
buildings still stand, and are indeed a source of interest and information. 

From Quesnel, the road takes a westerly turn on to Prince George, some 
78 miles, and if you follow the road west for about 483 miles you'll come 
to the end of the trail at Prince Rupert, B. C., and the Pacific Ocean! 

Lack of space in this edition prevents us from going into detail as to 
the accommodation, etc., in the Cariboo, but we are giving you a few places 
which we have personally visited and can recommend. Suggest that you 
stop at the T. U. Auto Camp, which is listed below, for more detailed in¬ 
formation, or write direct to those we have listed.

For Tourists who are travelling through to the National Parks in 
Alberta, it is strictly a matter of choice as to which route you choose. 
You can either go via Trans-Canada Highway No. 1 from Hope, via Boston 
Bar, Lytton, Spences Bridge, Kamloops, Revelstoke, the Big Bend Highway, 
Golden, and thence on through Yoho National Park to Lake Louise, Bantt 
or Jasper. This is some 613 miles from Hope to Banff. 

It is approximately 622 miles from Hope, B.C., to Banff, via the 
Hope-Princeton Highway to Kaledin junction, then on to Penticton, Kel¬ 
owna, Vernon, Enderby and Grindrod and via Mara Lake to Sicamous and 
Revelstoke . . then over the Big Bend through to Golden and the Parks, 

as above. Or, it is around 692 miles from Hope, B.C., to Banff, via Hope- 
Princeton highway to Kaledin junction, thence South to Osoyoos, over to 
Grand Forks (on Highway No. 3) then to Rossland, Trail, Nelson, Creston 
and link-up with Banff-Windermere highway at Yahk, B.C., and then via 
Cranbrook and the Windermere country to Banff.

The City of Nelson is about as pleasant a place as you'll'find in Canada.

For the huntsman there is fine shooting, 
particularly deer. Bear are plentiful, 
and grizzly and cougar may be hunted 
in the country around Lardo. At the 
other extreme of the lake, in the flats 
of Kootenay Landing, and through to 
Creston the duck shooting is excep¬ 
tional. 

Curling 

Since the days of antiquity, when two 
angry and half frozen Scots hurled 
rocks at each other across a frozen 
loch, in a combined effort to settle an 
argument and keep warm, men—and 
women—have donned the traditional 
bonnet, picked up a sturdy broom, and 
sallied forth to curl. Rules and a more sociable idea have eliminated the 
original aspects of the game, and curling has become a widely enjoyed 
winter sport in the Kootenays to such an extent that they even hold Bon- 
spiels in the summer. Canada's First International Midsummer Bonspiel 
was held at Nelson Civic Centre from July 2nd to 7th, 1945, and was such a 
huge success that it has become an annual feature, so, you curling folks, 
drag the bonnet and broom from the cold storage into which it was reluc¬ 
tantly placed last Spring . . . and hie to the Kootenays with 'em in July! 

1950 Bonspiel Dates: July 10th to 15th.

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A Bit About the Columbia River 


Most American tourists are surprised to learn that the mighty Columbia 
River, which they naturally associate with their own fine land, has its 
source in Columbia Lake, which is adjacent to the Banff-Windermere High¬ 
way, in British Columbia. 

As you drive along from Cranbrook, you'll pass through Canal Flats 
(about 43 miles beyond Kimberley, B.C.), and, pointing to a little stream, 
and indicating that this is the source of the Columbia. Actually, this is 
only one of the many little streams in this area which flow into nearby 
Columbia Lake, to form the actual source of the Columbia River. From 
Columbia Lake, the river flows north through Lake Windermere, on to 
Golden, B. C., then follows along what is now the Big Bend Highway 
to Boat Encampment, where it makes the "Big Bend" or turn, flowing south 
to Revelstoke. From Revelstoke it winds its way to Arrowhead where it 
widens and forms the Arrow Lakes, some 130 miles long. At Castlegar it 
combines with the Kootenay River to form the torrent that flows southward 
through Washington, to be harnessed by the Grand Coulee Dam in one of 
the world's largest power projects, and after doing service there, wends its 
way along the border between Washington and Oregon— —finally merg¬ 
ing with the Pacific Ocean near Portland, Oregon.

Penknife and Pole Bags Cougar!

Just how familiar with a mountain lion can you get? Ask Indian Joe 
Jimmy. He's downright contemptuous of the big "cats". His dog treed a 
cougar which Joe attacked and killed with with nis pocket-knife! Joe is a 
Big Game Guide who works for Elkhorn Guest Ranch, at Windermere, B.C., 
and here's his account of the kill: 

Last January (1950) while he was out looking for some horses, he 
crossed a fresh cougar track. He put his dog on the track and in a short 
time the cougar was treed. Only when Joe arrived on the scene to shoot 
the "cat" did he realize he'd left his rifle back at the ranch. At this point 
most of us would have done an about-face and gone for the rifle, not even 
hoping too much that the cougar would sit and spit till we returned. 

Not Joe Jimmy! Joe lashed his pocket-knife to the end of a pole with 
his shoe lace, and shinnied up the tree. He got up about 40 feet, with 
the "cat" on one side, himself on the other, ten feet from each other— 
and with some rapid calculation and quick choice of aiming point, he 
stabbed straight and hard at the cougar's heart. 

The cougar screamed and scrambled to the top of the tree, Joe 
hanging on for any further required thrusting. But his aim had been 
true, his thrust deep. Loss of blood quickly weakened the huge cat, 
which crashed down, shearing off branches as it went. It got to its feet 
and ran off with Joe's dog in hot pursuit, but by the time Joe could get 
down from the perch the cougar had travelled 150 feet and expired. The 
cougar measured 6 ft. 6 inches, and weighed 150 lbs., and, strange as it 
may seem—it's a true story!

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The Story of 

THE STOLEN CHURCH 

By Elmore Phi/polt 

"The Little Stolen Church" sits peacefully near the shores of 
Lake Windermere in the Village of Windermere, B.C. Surely it is 
the only church in all the world that was stolen. 

The story begins away back in 1887, when "Father Pat", or 
the Reverend Henry Irwin, was the sole representative of the 
Church of England in all the vast expanse of mountain country. 
He was one of the most colorful figures in C. P. R. construction 
days. He built the little church in question at Donald, on the 
main line of the C. P. R. It was officially consecrated in 1889. 
A rich baroness heard about it and sent out a 600-pound, silver- 
toned bell. Some Anglican institution sent along a priceless old 
Bible. 

Ten years later the C. P. R. made Revelstoke the main divisional 
point in the mountains. Donald was left a ghost town. Almost 
the whole town moved out. Only the little church remained. 

Among the last to leave the deserted village was the Kimpton 
family. They were well-to-do merchants. Their fondest mem¬ 
ories of Donald were centred around a little church. They thought 
it was a shame to leave the little building. So Rufus Kimpton had 
the little church reverently dismantled sufficiently to ship by rail 
to Golden. There it was put aboard a barge and transported 
far up-river to its present location. 

Meanwhile, the war was on. The Church of England in Revel¬ 
stoke had applied to the Anglican higher-ups for permission to 
transport the tiny church to add to its own comparatively im¬ 
posing edifice. 

The Revelstoke claimants to the Donald church were taken by 
surprise. Before they could rally the forces of law and order on 
their side the church had gone up the river to where it still stands. 

But there was just one fly in the ointment. Some sinner in 
Golden stole the silver-toned bell out of the little church spire. 
They tell me it is still in Golden. They say that the correspon¬ 
dence about the rights and wrongs of stolen church and stolen bell 
would fill a good-sized book. 

They say that the servants of God waxed really wroth in the 
letters to Windermere—demanding in most un-church-like terms 
the return of the stolen church. They say that the Windermere 
folk replied in equally picturesque English demanding the return 
of the stolen bell.

Actual and Factual. . . 

First, a couple of statistics. Situated in the Bow Valley, at an altitude 
of 4,534 feet, Banff is the headquarters of Banff National Park, which 
has an area of 2,585 square miles, and was established in 1885. 

Known in the days of old as a typical Alpine Village, it has changed a 
bit with the years . . . assuming a few aspects overlooked by the oldtimers 
. . . and thanks to the wonderful publicity given to both Banff and Lake 
Louise by the Canadian Pacific Railway, who operate million-dollar luxury 
resort hotels at both places, as well as bungalow camps at Emerald Lake, 
Lake Wapta, Moraine Lake and Yoho ... it is probably known to more 
Americans than any other place in the Canadian Rockies. Whether or not 
the fame is deserved is a matter of opinion. The Canadian Rockies cover 
a lot of territory, of which Banff is a small portion. 

It is an all-year-round resort, offering the usual mountain-playground 
holiday attractions during the summer months, and an abundance of fun 
during the winter season for winter sports enthusiasts, including skating, 
curling, swimming in hot springs pools AND skiing. This area boasts the 
finest skiing terrain in Canada, and draws thousands of hickory-blade fans 
annually. The Banff Winter Carnival, usually held in February each year, 
is also a winter attraction. 

Accommodation: There's every type—from the famous Banff Springs 
Hotel to tourist rooms in private homes. Several delightful bungalow 
camps, situated at view-vantage points, provide the finest in this type of 
lodging . . . living rooms with open log fireplaces, chesterfields, radio . . .

HIGH above the village of Banff, on the eastern slope of Mt. Norquay, 
a new tourist attraction has been in service for the past year and last 
summer proved a major sight-seeing service. Installed in the centre of, 
and to service the Mount Norquay Ski terrain, a new chair lift has been a 
great benefit to those who wish to climb a mountain and enjoy the scenic 
values gained thereby, with a minimum of effort. 

RISING from the lower terminal, a few steps from the Mount Norquay 
Ski Lodge parking area, the lift carries passengers in comfortable and safe 
chairs up through a system of 13 steel towers to an altitude of 6,850 feet 
in eight minutes. The distance between terminals is 3,174 feet and the 
60 chairs can handle 250 passengers per hour. Operating from 9 a.m. to 
10 p.m., the evening hours by floodlight, the lift is equipped with all safety 
features and coureous attendants load and unload passengers, stop and 
start the lift with finger tip controls to the electric drive mechanism, for 
the convenience of young children and elderly people. 

AT THE UPPER TERMINAL, where passengers are required to off-load, 
a wide fenced terrace leads to the ridge overlooking the Bow and Spray 
valleys, and a vast panorama of mountain ranges. The tarrif is $1.50 per 
return trip (adult) and 50c per child under 14. 

MT. NORQUAY SKI LODGE is reached from Banff by a highly scenic 
five mile highway, which winds up the face of Stoney Squaw Mountain 
from the Banff-Lake Louise highway, one mile west of Banff, to an alti¬ 
tude of 5,6000 feet at the lodge elevation. Busses of both the Brewster 
Transport Company and the Rocky Mountain Tours Co. operate to and from 
the lift with the lift tariff included in the ticket. Adequate parking areas, 
both at the lodge and within 150 yards can accommodate any number of 
private cars. 

THE LODGE, a rambling structure erected to serve the skiers, has been 
improved. The LIFT ROOM, or dining room, has seating capacity for fifty 
people and through the wide windows the whole panorama of Norquay and 
the chair lift can be enjoyed while dining on the super-size steaks or 
chicken dinners that are the specialty of the house. In the main lounge a 
cafeteria style counter dispenses meals, short order foods and the like. 
The lodge may be reserved for private gatherings as a whole, or just the 
lift room may be reserved for private dinner parties.

Be sure to get your Fishing Licence. Do not overlook this important 
item. Licence Fees are as follows: $2.25 for the season, or $1.00 for two 
consecutive months. (This licence good in any Park where licence is re¬ 
quired.) 

Get a copy of "Angler's Guide to Banff National Park" (free) from your 
Sport Shop, or the Parks Department, which gives all regulations on fishing.

GARDENS 

Walk up Banff Avenue, across the Bow River Bridge to the Administra¬ 
tion Building (Post Office is in this building, too), and see the beautiful 
rock gardens, built in a series of rock plateaus connected by small cas¬ 
cades which tumble from pool to pool, in the grounds adjoining the building. 
A great profusion of native alpine flowers, plants and shrubs, enhanced 
by rustic bridges and pavilions, invite you to stroll through this enchant¬ 
ing area.

In our wanderings through the country we were fortunate enough to 
meet Miss Wilson and she told us the story of how her father, Tom Wilson, 
discovered this gem. 

Tom Wilson, born in Bondhead, Ontario, in 1859, must have been imbued 
with a real spirit of adventure, for before he was twenty-one, and had the 
keys to the house, he had wandered as far afield as Fort Walsh, Alberta, 
and joined the North West Mounted Police. This career should have been 
exciting enough for anyone—but Tom heard that a survey party was being 
formed to find a pass through the Selkirk Mountains for a railroad line to 
the Pacific Coast—and thereupon proceeded to "buy" himself out of the 
Mounted Police (it being the custom in those days), and then joined Major 
Rogers' survey party, in May, 1881. 

One evening, as they were camping at the junction of what are now 
the Pipestone and Bow Rivers, he heard the noise of snow slides in the 
distance, and asked an old Indian guide where the noise was coming from. 
The Indian told him that it was the snow falling off the big mountains 
back of the "Lake of Little Fishes." He tried to explain to him how

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beautiful this lake was, and told him how it was a painting made by the 
Great Spirit for the Indians, saying "not like white man's painting—never 
fades." Wilson arranged to go with the Indian the next morning to see 
this wonderful sight, and they followed what is now known as Lake Louise 
Creek up to the lake. That morning. Lake Louise must have been in one 
of her best moods, for it was such a beautiful shade of emerald in color 
that Wilson immediately named it "Emerald." The lake is shown under 
that name on the first map of the district, made by Dr. Dawson in 1883. 
In 1884 the name was changed to "Lake Louise" in honour of Princess 
Louise, daughter of Queen Victoria. 


Moraine Lake and 
Valley of the Ten Peaks 

A few miles to the south of Lake Louise is Moraine Lake, nestling in 
the Valley of the Ten Peaks. Along the north side of the lake stands a 
huge semi-circle of towering mountains, known as the Ten Peaks, and ori¬ 
ginally given the names of the ten emeralds of the Stoney Indian language. 

The road to Moraine is off the main highway, about 1.2 miles from Lake 
Louise, where you turn right, and proceed to Moraine, 7Vi miles. The road 
is narrow in spots, and is winding, but it is not dangerous. Take your time 
and you'll have no trouble. Road surface is gravel. A Picnic Shelter is 
situated a short distancec from the lake, and is an ideal spot for a picnic 
—or you can get meals at the C. P. R. Lodge at the lake. The Lodge is 
open this year, 1949, and accommodation is available in cozy cottages on 
the American Plan.

Leaving Golden, B- C. ( you traverse the highway alongside the 
Kicking Horse River, over a fairly steep, winding road, to Wapta 
Falls Bungalow Camp, 17 miles East, which is a good place for 
overnight stop or meals, and a mile further on you reach the Yoho 
Park entrance gates. 

Yoho National Park is foremost among the scenic mountain 
regions of British Columbia. Containing an area of 507 square 
miles, Yoho Park lies on the West slope of the Rockies, adjoining 
the Banff and Kootenay National Parks to the East, and presents 
contrasting scenes of rugged Alpine grandeur. Its majestic snow¬ 
capped peaks rise to tremendous heights, and its lakes, sparkling 
like jewels in emerald settings, are unbelievably beautiful in color. 
Surpassing all, howeverr, is the splendour of its valleys, mantled 
with evergreens and hung with glaciers, down whose sheer walls 
foam rushing torrents or tumble high waterfalls. 

The Yoho Valley is truly one of the wonder spots of the Rockies. 
"Yoho" is an Indian exclamation of wonder and delight, and "won¬ 
derful" is the expression of the traveller who sees it for the first 
time. Into this narrow valley, fourteen miles long and more than 
a mile deep, pour dozens of waterfalls, which drop from the ser¬ 
rated skyline to break in clouds of spray on the floor of the valley 
below. Takakkaw, the most noted of all these glittering cas¬ 
cades, has its source in the great Daly Icefield, 1,500 feet above 
the valley. 

To reach Takakkaw Falls by road, you leave the Kicking Horse 
Trail near the junction of the Yoho and Kicking Horse Rivers. 
Two and a half miles up from Mt. Stephen Bungalow Camp 
the most exciting point in the drive is reached at the "switchback" 
where the road zig-zags up the face of the mountain in a series 
of sharp turns, high above the rushing Yoho River. This Highline 
Trail, reached from the Yoho Valley, and constructed more than 
3,000 feet above the floor of the valley, provides magnificent pan¬ 
oramas of the peaks, icefields and glaciers of the region.

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Emerald Lake owes much of its beauty to the apparently pecu¬ 
liar colour of its waters and the charm of its thickly wooded shores. 
The water is of a prevailing emerald hue. 

Wapta Lake, a beautiful sheet of water just west of the Great 
Divide, so called because here a stream from the South divides, one- 
half flowing East by way of Bow River to Hudson Bay and the At¬ 
lantic, and the other by way of the Kicking Horse River and Col¬ 
umbia River to the Pacific. A monument placed in the angle 
formed by the dividing waters commemorates the exploration work 
of Sir James Hector, the discoverer of the Pass, who met with a 
bad accident caused through being kicked by a horse, and for 
whom "Kicking Horse River" was named. 

The famous "Spiral Tunnels", where the railway makes a com¬ 
plete "S" turn inside the mountain, and eliminates an old grade 
which formerly took three locomotives to haul it over, are on the 
"Kicking Horse" Trail, 6 miles East of Field. 

The "Natural Bridge", a rocky causeway underneath which the 
Kicking Horse River forces its way, passing into the lower canyon, 
—a gorge about 100 ft. deep—is 2Vi miles West of Field, and is 
one of Nature's masterpieces. All in all—you'll do well to allow 
time aplenty for doing "Yoho Park"!

Long before a highway was ever dreamed of, Jimmie was 
busy trapping marten, wolverine, mink, ermine, and bear all 
through the country. As the years rolled on—he built himself a 
cabin of hand-peeled logs, packing in the fittings such as doors, 
windows and flooring over the swamps from Lake Louise. And to 
his cabin, in 1917, he brought "Mrs. Jimmie," a rare addition 
to any home. 

Mr. and Mrs. "Jimmie" didn't make mouse traps—but never¬ 
theless, their fame soon spread abroad—and their little home on 
Bow Lake soon became the rendezvous for many famous painters 
and climbers. Their guest register reads like a veritable "Who's 
Who" of America, England and many other countries! 

Soon tepees became outmoded—and new cabins were added— 
and with the completion of the new highway, they built the lovely 
"Num-Ti-Jah Lodge" (an Indian name meaning "Canadian Sable") 
—from whose door you get an exquisite view of four mighty 
glaciers—Bow—St. Nicholas—Crowfoot and Hector. Be sure to 
call on your way to or from Jasper.

Much has ben written about Jasper National Park, but for some reason 
or other it still doesn't seem as well known as Banff and Lake Louise areas, 
which is a pity, for in our opinion everyone who comes to the Rockies 
should see Jasper Park.

More than any other part of the Rocky Mountains, that section of them 
which is enclosed by the boundaries of Jasper National Park has been iden¬ 
tified with the colorful and romantic history of Western Canada. The name 
of the Park perpetuates the memory of Jasper Hawes, an old servant of 
the Northwest Trading Company, whose post stood near the site of the 
present Town of Jasper. 

It was one of the rich fur domains for which the Hudson Bay Company 
and the Northwest Company fought bitterly early in the nineteenth century. 
Then traders and trappers, voyageurs and explorers, missionary priests and 
pagan Indians moved in procession up and down the Athabaska Trail which 
cuts through the heart of Jasper today. At a tiny lake almost on the 
crest of the watershed of the Whirlpool River, west and east bound brigades 
met, exchanged goods, toasted each other's health in a keg of rum and 
returned along their separate paths. This meeting place became known as 
the Committee Punch Bowl. Surely, as the "Brigade of '50" pause a 
moment in passing, the spirits must look down and smile as their old trails 
are traversed by voyageurs in V-8's and pagans in Pontiacs! 

Jasper is a little town nestling in the Athabaska Valley, where the moun¬ 
tains stand quietly back and leave you with a sense of your own importance. 
It has acquired all the amenities of modern life without sacrificing friendli¬ 
ness to commercialization. Trading Posts have given way to modern shops 
which stock everything you could possibly need . . . and some things you 
don't need but won't be able to resist. Several delightful Bungalow Camps, 
a few minutes' drive from town ... a couple of downtown Hotels . . . and 
really good rooms in Tourist Homes put a holiday roof over the heads of 
the rich . . . the not-so-rich . . . and "just us".

It isn't always possible to get accommodation in either Calgary or Banff 
in the rush season, especially if you want Cottages or Cabins, unless you 
have made reservations in advance, so we have a couple of suggestions to 
offer which we hope will help you. 

There are some good Courts en route between Calgary and Banff, and 
if you haven't been able to get anything in either of these places, why not 
stop en route, continuing your journey the next day? 

Cochrane, 20 miles west of Calgary, has a good Cabin Court, which we 
list below, and Canmore has several small Cabin Camps, and the Can- 
more Hotel.

Twenty miles west of Calgary, on the highway to Banff, has four large 
cottages, each with two bedrooms, a fully equipped housekeeping kitchen, 
private bathroom with shower, which accommodate four people, and two 
single cabins, with similar set-up, but only one bedroom, for two people.

ALBERTA 

WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK is one of the most colourful and 
charming of Canada's Mountain Playgrounds. Situated in the southwest 
corner of Alberta, it lies along the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains 
where they approach the International Boundary line, and contains an area 
of 220 square miles. The park also adjoins Glacier National Park in 
Montana, with which it forms the Waterton-Glacier International Peace 
Park. 

An outstanding feature of the park is Upper Waterton Lake, from which 
the park takes its name. Seven miles long and nearly a mile wide, the 
lake occupies a deep trench between two high mountain ranges. From the 
northern end one may gaze down its entire length and admire the splendid 
peaks which rise from the water's edge. The lake is crossed by the Inter¬ 
national Boundary, and its beauties are thus shared both by Canada and 
the United States. 

Things To Do At Waterton Lakes National Park 

You'll find plenty to do at Waterton. If you want to Ride, the Pony 

Stands in the Park will see that you net the sort of horse that suits you, 

and you can either go off by yourself for a couple of hours or go on a 
Guided Trip for half a day or a day, to such beauty spots as Cameron Lake, 
Bertha Lake, Krypt Lake, or other organized daily trips. Wherever you 
go—you'll find lovely trails and even lovelier scenery! 

The Fisherman won't be disappointed in Waterton Park, either, for we 
know of few places in the National Parks that can equal Waterton for 

fishing. Our advice is to go either to the Parks Administration office, or 

else to one of the shops selling fishing tackle, and talk it over with them 
as to where they are getting good catches. They'll give you the right 
dope—and you won't come back with an empty creel if you follow their 
suggestions!
